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CT GROWN FOR CT KIDS WEEK 2013 A SUCCESS
Bureau of Agricultural Development and Resource Preservation

There are myriad programs
now in place across the state to
promote Connecticut Grown prod-
ucts and agriculture, including those
that reach out to younger genera-
tions with education about the local
agricultural community and the ben-
efits of buying and consuming Con-
necticut Grown produce. The Con-
necticut Department of Agriculture
(DoAg), in partnership with the Con-
necticut State Department of Edu-
cation (SDE), coordinates CT
Grown for CT Kids Week as part of
those efforts targeting young peo-
ple.

The purpose of CT Grown for
CT Kids Week is to celebrate the
farms that participate in the Farm-to
-School program and to give school

the book, donated by the Connecti-
cut Agricultural Education Founda-
tion’s Ag in the Classroom program

and funded by the Connecticut
Grange.

Schools are encouraged during
CT Grown for CT Kids Week to de-
velop fun, agricultural educational
opportunities that build upon the
program, such as using Connecticut
Grown produce in a USDA approved
recipe for the school lunch program.
School foodservice directors also
create their own agricultural educa-
tion events and activities during this
special week.

School systems have created
entire weeklong menus that include
Connecticut Grown (and Connecti-
cut manufactured) foods, invited

systems and farmers a chance to connect. It also provides an oppor-
tunity for schools to teach students about the value of having local,
fresh produce in their school lunches and snacks. Students can take
part in fun school-sponsored activities to learn about the farms that
supply their produce and the nutritional benefits of eating local fruits
and veggies every day to stay healthy and active.

This year, the cornerstone of CT Grown for CT Kids Week, which
ran September 30 to October 4, 2013, was agricultural literacy. Fea-
tured was a reading program supplemented with engaging classroom
activities based upon the book, Who Grew My Soup? written Tom
Darbyshire and illustrated by C. F. Payne.

All 16 schools in Connecticut served by Sodexo foodservice pro-
viders committed to reading the book during this celebratory week.
Any Connecticut school foodservice director can receive a copy of

local farmers to visit, planned field trips to local farms, held assem-
blies about healthy eating, borrowed DoAg’s colorful Connecticut
Grown Mascots for an assemblies and lunchtime walk-throughs, held
Connecticut Grown tasting events, emphasized Future Farmers of
America organizations and events, and sent the students home with
recipes to make with Connecticut Grown ingredients for themselves
and their families.

The Connecticut Farm-to-School Program encourages the use of
Connecticut Grown produce in school meals and snacks across the
state. It uses a database to guide Connecticut farmers to local
school systems seeking Connecticut Grown produce, helping to cre-
ate a sustainable local economy and improving connectivity between
Connecticut farms and school systems.
